Kingfisher feather inlay pin from China 


Feather Arts: Beauty, Wealth, and Spirit 
from Five Continents, continues in the 
Patricia Price Peterson Gallery. This ex- 
quisite and colorful exhibit explores a 1000 
years of history through feathers. Created 
by the Field Museum in Chicago the exhibit 
covers three areas where feather-work has 
played a large part: for beauty and per- 
sonal adornment, as a symbol of wealth to 
show social status, and in spriritual life. 
Feather Arts gives us a new understanding 
of how works of art may intermingle with 
these ideas about beauty, wealth and 
spirit. 


The Gold of El Dorado will continue 
through November 23 in Lovell White Hall. 
This exhibit, which includes over 400 glit- 
tering items of gold, is introducing North 
Americans to the wide range of gold- 
working styles mastered by the Colombian 
Indians. The exhibit also explores the 
origin of the legend of El Dorado. To some, 
El Dorado was a lost city, to others, it was 
a mountain of gold. In Spanish, El Dorado, 
means the Gilded One, and some Say it 
describes the ruler of the Muisca Indians 
— a tribe that lived near present-day 
Bogota.

Dedication of the Steinhart Aquarium’s 
new solar heating system took place on 
September 3, 1980. The $58,000 water 
heating system which was designed and 
installed by Fafco Solar Systems with help 
and coordination from PG&E, uses the 
sun’s rays to preheat both fresh and 
saltwater. The system is expected to save 
the aquarium close to $100,000 in the next 
10 years. A display on the main floor 
donated and installed by PG&E, Fafco Inc. 
and Fafco Solar Systems doubles as an 
interpretive exhibit on how the system 
Operates and measures actual sun power 
used in the water heating system. 
Donations from private individuals and 
funds from the Academy paid for the solar 
system. The aquarium’s conservation effort 
also included switching to more energy 
efficient lighting, pumps and heating and 
ventilating methods.

Choosing a Mate . 
for the Birds!

“Choosing a Mate... for the 
Birds!,” a slide/lecture, presented 
by Professor Klaus Immelmann, 
Director of the Institute of 
Ethology at Bielefeld (West 
Germany) and Professor of 
Ethology at Bielefeld University, 
will explore the phenomenon in the 
world of animal behavior known as 
sexual imprinting. 


Professor Immelmann, who is one 
of the leading authorities in the 
field of ethology (the study of 
animal behavior), has made a life- 
long study of sexual imprinting, 
which is how the choice of a mate 
is affected by social experiences 
early in life. During his lecture he 
will show a short movie, which he 
made on sexual imprinting in 
finches, which shows how birds 
can be made to court, sing and 
dance to inanimate clay models 
that are painted to look like their 
parents or foster-parents with 
which they were raised early in life.

A former resident of France, Kolbert has 
served as Honorary French Consul for New 
Mexico and has been Honorary Consul for 
France for the Monterey Peninsula and 
central California since April, 1978.
